Ttie man by the name of Skinnen 


who was in tbis city last week look- 
ing for a party by the name of. Moore 
who had sold him an interest in a 
cranberry marsh for ?7,50U, did not 
find the Moore party, notwithstand- 
ing that he made a pretty thoro hunt 
for the man.

Tlie Way to Reform. 


The Tribune is in receipt of a com- 


.nunication stating that a bill has 
been introduced; in the Wisconsin 
legislature to do away with the pub- 
lication of the session laws in all the 
papers of the state, and the circular 
says that Wisconsin publishers should 
wake up if they want to prevent the 
passage of adverse legislation. 


Now, at one time there might have 


been some reason for publishing these 
session laws in the newspapers of the 
state, but it does not seem as if there 
was any possible excuse for doing so 
at the present time.

The Grand Rapids postofflce has 


been advised by the 
department 


headquarters that the postal laws 
and regulations covering the mailing 
amended as follows: 


Two or more pieces or packages 


£ parcel post matter, tied, or other- 
<se fastened together, shall not be 
ccepted for mailing as one parcel. 
Vhen it is desired to send two or 
.ore pieces together they shall be 
laced in one container or wrapper, 
o as to constitute one single parcel. 


It is, however, permissable to at- 


ach communications 
_ to parcels of 


ourtli, class matter .on which the 
ostage has been fully prepaid. The 
ommunications should be placed in 
,n envelope and after the full amount 
jf postage at the first class rate is 
affixed to the envelope, it may1 be 
jed to, or otherwise securely attach- 
•d to the outside of the parcel. The 
envelope should be addressed to cor- 
respond with the address on the par- 
el: 


The postmaster has also been ad- 


ised- that the notice limiting the is- 
sue -of money orders payable in Eu- 
ropean countries to $100 in favor of 
one person, is recinded. Internation- 
al money order business is<Eesuine'd 
under the general rules and regula- 
tions as formerly.

The Tribune is in receipt of a com- 


munication stating that a bill has 
been 
introduced- in the Wisconsin 


legislature to do.away with the pub- 
lication. o£ the session laws in all the 
papers of the state, and the circular 
.says that Wisconsin publishers should 
'wake up if they want to prevent the 
passage of adverse legislation. 


Now at one time there might have 


been some reason for publishing these 
session laws in the newspapers.of the 
state, but it does not seem as i£ there 
was any possible excuse for doing so 
at the present time. There may have 
been a day when reading matter was 
so scarce that the session laws were 
read by at least a few of the people 
who took the local papers, but it is 
doubtful if enough could be found 
who read them today, to pay for the 
hundred dollars that itcost -to have 
every paper in the state distribute 
them. 
In Wood county there are eleven 


newspapers alone so that it costs the 
state eleven hundred dollars to ap- 
prise the people of this county what 
the lawmakers have done down at 
Madison in the way of making laws. 


We believe not only in abolishing 


tlrs sort of petty graft, but we be- 
lieve in abolishing all other kinds of 
petty, stealing down at Madison, and 
then there will be some possibility 
of the people being relieved of the 
high taxes that we all rant about 
even' time there is an election.

In Spain is the lowest of the six rice- 
growing countries, the yield per aero 
Is double that contained In Italy and 
Bgyp£, and more than six times the 
official figures for India. This resul 
is due to the thorough cultivation o 
the fields with specially designed Im 
plements, to the system of transplan 


llshed by the United States depart- 
men of agriculture says: 


Tho United States in recent years 


has been as largo an importer of food- 
stuffs as exporter; therefore she can- 
not bo classed as a surplus producer 
of foodstuffs. This in contrary to pop- 
ular impression. It is true that BOO 
Is an exporter of certain articles, but 
sho Is on equally largo importer of 
other articles. In thin classification 
tea and coffee are included with food- 
stuffs. 
In cdlbio grains tho produc- 


tion Is 23 per cent more than tho 
amount', retained; the production ot 
meat is six per cent more—that 
Is exports of meat equal six per cent 
ol that retained In the United States 
for consumption; tho production of 
dairy products is 20 per cent more 
than consumed; the production of 
poultry is just about equal to con- 
sumption; of vegetables, ono per cent 
less. 


An investigation into tho produc- 


tion imports and exports of food prod- 
ucts of various countries Indicates 
that England produces about ES per 
ent of her food requirements, and 
mports (net) about 47 per cent; Bel- 
lura produces 57 per cent, and Im- 
ports 43 per cent; Germany produces I

Trance produces 92 per cent, and lm-^ 
ports eight per cent; Austria-Hungary 
produces 98 per cent, and Imports two 
ier cent; Russia produces 110 pet 
cent ot her requirements, and exports 
an equivalent of. about 10 per cent;

The ouster suit against the so-called 


•beef trust" was fil*d by Governor

Daniel Dillon of St. Louis was appoint 
ed commissioner to taVo testimony in 
tho case and he reported to the su- 
preme court that the companies had 
violated the law. The case was argued 
in the supremo court more than a year 
ago. 


The supreme court ruled that the 


antitrust law was violated by the ac- 
quirement of tho National Packing 
company and the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision company. The Na- 
tional Packing company was organized 
by the Armour, Swift and Morris com- 
panies.

Sheriffs For Two Terms.

While thus engaged he was struck by 
lightning and killed. 
The commission. In a memorandum 


attached to its decision, held it was 
the intention of the legislature to com- 
pensate injured workmen for injuries 
resulting from accidents "which grew 
out of the hazards of industrial en- 
terprises and are peculiar to such en- 
terprises." he commission held that 
lightning stroke was not properly 
spoken of as an accident where it 
comes from the action of the elements 
without the agency of man.

death by lightning has come up to

Chemist and Dean of Pharmacy at 


Marquette Stricken at Faculty 


Meeting. 


Milwaukee.—Prof. Richard E. W. 


Sommer, dean of the pharmacy de- 
partment of Marquette university and 
professor of chemistry in the dental 
department, died suddenly at his 
home, while In the midst ot a meeting 
of the faculty of his department 


Tho end came fifteen minutes after 


Dr Sommer complained of feeling 111. 
He had been talking upon subjects re- 
lating to the semester examinations 
and the work of the department when 
lie suddenly grew faint. The other 
members of the faculty, most of them, 
physicians, gave first aid, but their ef- 
forts were in vain. He sank into un- 
consciousness and died. 


Prof Sommer was born In Froede-

Medical school and since that institu-. 
tion's taking over by Marquette, with' 
the latter university. Ho was former- 
ly a professor of chemistry in Uie med- 
ical department.

country as a chemist and assayer and 
his analyses have been used as evi- 
dence in many big criminal and civil 
cases.
